be prepared to adjust. It is then little to be wondered at if, 
after a second, and a third, and even a fourth perusal of Sir 
Robert Peel’s speech, one after another gives up the task of 
leading even the appearance of a respectable opposition to it, 
as hopeless. The impression therefore daily gains ground, that 
the opposition will be weak and miserably ineffective. Those 
who least approve, at least sce that they must submit. Nor 
is this dilemma peculiar to the representatives of the protective 
system in Parliament. The farmers throughout the country, 
have no doubt that the measure will pass. Efforts to oppose 
it would only be a useless waste of time. They there- 
fore already rather discuss the question as to the best 
means of meeting their new circumstances. To get up any effec- 
tual demonstration against the Government has obviously failed 
either in Parliament or in the country. 

The Free-Trade and Liberal party generally will, however, have 
a somewhat delicate and difficult part to perform towards this 
measure, And it is essential that it should be clearly and dis- 
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| tinctly understood by the country. Mr Villiers has for years 








perseverance and consistency which does him the 
highest honour, proposed the “ total and immediate” repeal of the 
With regard to the total repeal of these laws, the 
Government and the united Liberal party are perfectly agreed. 
The former, however, propose it to be delayed—the latter, in 
consistency with their principles and opinions so often and so 
strongly urged, and that too on substantial grounds, claim that 
it shall be immediate. There are no doubt some good reasons 
why the Liberal party should still adbere to and maintain their 
prince iple s. But there are a thousand overwhelming reasons why 
they should not do so at the smallest risk of eudan gering or, in- 
deed, of delaying the measure. But to move an amendment for 
for the purpose of asserting this principle, and to do so in sucha 
way as will not endanger the ministerial measure, is a difficult 
task. True, it is urged that a majority of people out of doors 
connected with land, are favourable to the immediate rather than 
the delayed repeal, and that some of the chief opponents of the 
measure in parliament have strongly expressed their views 
in the same way. And we believe it is further true, that 
there are members of the Government who would gladly 
adopt the former rather than the latter plan. On the other 
hand, however, it must be evident to all, from the speech of Sir 
Robert Peel, and from the whole tendency and greatness of his 
measure, that no one can more fully appreciate than he does, all 
the reasons which would make an immediate, preferable to a 
protracted repeal; but that, considering the struggles he has had 
with unwilling colleagues and influential supporters, to procure 
their consent to so large a measure as he has proposed, he may 
now feel himself in honour bound, to persist in the measure being 
taken in all its integrity. Should this be the case, where is the 
party that would take the responsibility of finding itself with a 
majority against the ministers on such an amendment? Where is 

ie party who could secure to the country by any other possible 
distribution of influence, and in the same time, so good a measure 
as Sir Robert Peel has proposed? But then it is said} if a majo- 
rity of the House of Commons, and a majority of the agricul- 
turists in the country, prefer immediate to delayed repeal, why 
should the minister not adopt it, as more consistent with his own 
views ? The only reason on which he urged the plan he has proposed, 
was the fear of panic. But if, so far from their being panic, the 
farmers are rather clamorous against delay, it might appear that 
no objection could remain against iis adoption. This does not 
follow. The Minister has proposed a great plan, all the parts 
of which having some reference to the others, but all so arranged 
and adjusted as he believed would enable him most successfully 
to overcome the difficulties which he had to encounter, and secure 
its ultimate success. To that plan it is, he 4 obtained the 
support of partics essential to its success; and it is quite possi- 
ble that he would consider it a point of honour, that he should not 


as 


be a party to any material change, which might expose himself 


and colleagues to unfair suspicions, and even endanger the sup- 
port of influential parties on the further progress of the bill. 
One danger of such a change is obvious and palpable. Any fear 
which exists at this moment, that the House of Lords will reject 
this measare, would be greatly enhanced, if it went up to them 
altered in so essential a point as this might be viewed by them. 
To many who only want a reason for rej it, one would be 
thus afforded.

Every member of the House, whether of the Free-Trade or the 
Liberal party, who is real lly honestly desirous to see those prin- 
ciples carried as quickly as possible into effect, feels stro yngly the 
force of all these reasons ; and we are assured the country will 
heartily go with them in their earnest desire not to endanger or 
embarrass the Minister. The Free Traders in Parliament have 
never shrunk from an opportunity of maintaining their principles 
in the strictest integrity. But if it be that a mere show of econ- 
sistency is to endanger a measure, which now gives us so much, 
and in so short a time, all we demand, and that without the pros- 
pect of successfully carrying so good a measure by any other 
possible combination of parties, then we feel sure that if they 
should deem it the wisest plan to adopt and support Sir Robert 
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Peel’s measure throughout, the opinion of the country will fully 
justify them in such acourse. If, immovinganamendmenton the 
ministerial naeasuve, the only fear would be that it should be suc- 
cessful, then such # course can only be deemed a useless, if not a 
dangerous, adherence to a mere form. The consistency of Mr 
Villiers and the Free-Trade party in the House stand before the 
country on grounds far too high to require that any such means 
should be used to sustain it. 

But it is perfectly fearful to contemplate the dangers and delays 
that might arise out of any embarrassment of the ministers with 


regard to this bill. A resignation of the Cabinet, or a rejection of 


the measure by the House of Lords—in either case leading to a 
dissolution of Parliament—with results far from being quite 
certain, would entangle the country in a labyrinth of difficulties 
of a peculiarly complicated kind. The large amount of money 
expended in forwarding the railway and other private bills now 
before Parliament, including those left over from last session, 
would all be entirely and irrevocably wasted; as well as the time 
which Parliament has already given to those bills. In a new 
parliament all would begin de noco. But these are dangers 
which every man encounters who hazards any course likely to 
lead to a dissolution of Parliament. Do not let us be misunder- 
stood. The country we are asssured would not consider any of 
these inconveniencies if there were a great principle or public 
benefit to contend for. But no such risk should be encountered, 
except for some great and substantial object. 

The opposition to the Government in the House of Lords is 
much less decided than it was. Many who did not approve, now 
admit the danger to be doubtful, and in many respects some 
benefit to be certain ; while others who do not approve, yet will 
not oppose. The bench of bishops it is said will unanimously 
support the Government. And altogether the delay which has 
occurred has thus, so far, materially diminished on all hands the 
fear entertained for the ultimate success of the measure. 





LORD ASHLEY’S NEW FALLACY—THE MANUFAC- 
TURERS NEW DANGER. 
We learn, with much surprise, from the columns of our respected 
contemporary the Manchester Guardian, that a movement is now 
taking place among the manufacturers of Lancashire to compro- 
mise the agitation for a legislative enactment to reduce the hours 
of factory labour from twelve to ten per diem, by assenting to a 
bill for eleven hours. But we are not less surprised at the rea- 
sons given for this new movement. It is said the Corn Laws are 
about to be repealed; trade may be expected to be move steady 
and active, manufacturers may reduce their hours of labour, and 
the operatives may obtain in eleven hours all the comforts and 
necessaries they now obtain in twelve hours. These, no doubt, 
are the legitimate results which are to be expected from free 
trade and abundance of food. But these benefits are expected 
as the results of the non-interference of the Government, and 
not of legislative enactments. If legislative interfence be bad with 
regard to trade, why should it be good with regard to labour? 
But if it be good with regard to labour, if it be wise to interfere, 
and by acts of Parliament to determine how long mills shall be 
kept open; how long men shall remain at work, why not intrust 
the Legislature to regulate the matters of trade altogether? 
Why not to fix the wages as well as the hours of labour?) Why 
If, in short, you have no better and 
sounder principle to rely upon, why have you been coercing the 
Legislature for the last seven years to abandon all interference 
with trade, as either useless or mischievous ?—useless, if it en- 
acted just what free competition would have produced if left 
to itself, and mischievous to the interests of all, if it enacted any 
thing else. 
protection and interference ; can it be true that you then instantly 
adopt the principle, and that with regard to a subject which has 


long been repudiated, as fit for any interference, the regulation of 


labour? 

The discussion in Parliament on the Factory Bill will not come 
on for some time, and, we believe, we can safely say that the Go- 
vernment will resist to the last any attempt to carry interference 
farther than has been done. But we feel it essential at this 
moment, when there appears some chance of the manufacturers 
falling into a great error, to consider the position in which the 
question has been presented this year. 

Lord Ashley has this year taken up new ground, and abandon- 
ing, or passing over sub silentio, many of his former charges against 
manufacturers and manufacturing labour, affirms that no possible 
mischief can ensue from the adoption of his proposed limitation, 
inasmuch as the operatives will produce as much work in ten 
hours as they now do in twelve. He felt that the evils conse- 
guent on a diminished production of one-sixth had, on previous 
occasions, proved fatal to the success of his plan, and he now 
boldly takes the bull by the horns and declares that no such 
diminution (and, if we understand him aright, that no diminution) 
will ensue. Strange to say, also, the Jimes, in its num- 
ber of last Saturday, assumes his dictum as proved, and argues on 
the strength of its correctness. 

Now, in the fiest place, this assertion of Lord Ashley is as un- 
founded as most of his other statements. He has not proved it 
and it is capable of clear disproof.

It .is always difficult to prove a negative, wuless that negative 


should.amount te a mathematical impossibility. But in the pre- 
sent instance the thing is so improbable, ‘that we are entitled to 
throw ‘the whole burden of proofon the party who affirms the 
improbability ; and all we shall do here will be to offer a few 
explanations, showing the nature and extent of the improbability. 
All the actual work m factories is performed by machinery revoly- 
ing or traversing at one uniform speed, with the single exception 
in the case of hand-mules, which do not exist at all in many mills, 
and the spinners managing which, where they do exist, only 
amount on an average to one-twentieth or one-thirtieth of the total 
number of hands employed. In the case of all other factory 
operatives the machinery does the work, cleans, draws, spins, and 
weaves, and the individual who attends to the machinery must | 
see that it does its work properly, takes away the work when 
done, brings the fresh material to be prepared, supplies the need- 
ful article or the needful regulation, and ties the threads when 
they chance to break. In the case of blowers, cards, most of the 
preparative machinery, all the throstle spindles, self-acting mules 
and looms—in the case, that is, of nine-tenths of the machinery, 
the machine works on whether the operative attends to it or not, 
unless he should purposely and wrongfully stop it. The ques- 
tion, therefore, simply is, what difference will be made in the 
amount of produce by a reduction in the hours of work of one- | 
sixth, the producing machine working always at the same speed, and 
the attention of the superintendent (which, we willingly concede, is | 
likely to be more vigorous and unremitting for ten hours than for | 
twelve) being the only varying quantity in the calculation. The ex- | 
tent of the difference arising from this varying degree of atten- 
tion, only practical manufacturers can judge of ; but, being conver- 
sant with such matters, we can venture to state, as the result of 
actual knowledge, that in the case of throstles and cards it will not 
reach 4 per cent, in the case of pow er-looms 6 per cent, andin that 
of mules 10 per cent at the outside. Now, Lord Ashley assumes the 
variation as 16 per cent rurov@uout. ‘The simple fact is, that his 
lordship argues invariably on the false assumption that it is the | 
operative ‘and not the machine that does the work and endures the 
labour. 

But the experiment has often been tried before, though Lord 
Ashley either has never heard of it, or ignored it as contradictory 
to his favourite figment. It has not unfrequently happened of 
late years that manufacturers have been driven, by unprosperous 
trade, to work short time, to run their mills 8 hours instead of 12. 
If there were any truth in Lord Ashley’s assertion, they ought in | 


8 hours’ of work. Now weventure to appeal to any manufacturer 
whether, under such circumstances, he ever realised as much as 
9, or even 84 hours’ rroduction in the 8 hours. As far as our | 
own recollection goes, we question whether even the usual 8 } 
hours’ production was ever materially exceeded. 
But, casting aside this large, wide, often repeated, and irrefrag- | 
able experiment, as unsuitable to his purpose, Lord Ashley rests his 
case upon one isolated and obscure trial, which, even if it were all 
he states it to be, would be very far from proving his assertion, 
and would point to the very opposite of his conclusion. Mr Robert 
Gardner, of Preston, he says, tried the experiment of reducing the 
hours of work in his factory from 12 to 11, and found that his 
aggregate production, and of course the wages of his work-people, 
remained as great as before; a strong and meaning fact, if trans- 
parent and invulnerable, but one that demands close investiga- | 
tion! Now, we cannot speak with any positive affirmation on 
this subject (for to a searching inquiry by a near friend of ours 
into the minute circumstances of the change, Mr Gardner returned 
no answer), but we will simply mention that there are many 
causes which might have led to the alleged result in the mill in 
question, without justifying either the inference drawn from it, or 
the interference proposed to be based uponit. Mr Garduer is, we 
believe, a manufacturer of fancy articles in great variety. Now if, | 
before the reduction of hours, he had a great variety of these in 
his looms, and if, after this reduction, he had a less variety, and 
consequently fewer changes from one to the other among his 
weavers; every manufacturer is too cognisant of the loss incurred 
by such changes, not to acknowledge that this alone would ac 
count for the alleged result. Again, most factories stop three times, 
and of course start four times in the course of the day ; and there is 
a great difference between one factory and another in the exacti- 
tude with which the hands return to their work after these stop- 
pages. In well managed mills, where the people are diligent and 
conscientious, they will all be at their work promptly to the ap- | 
pointed time; in others, they will dawdle on the stairs, or in the | 
mill yard, and be full ten minutes later than they should be in 
setting fairly to work. Now ten minutes, four times a-day, is 
nearly three-quarters of an hour, and if Mr Gardner's mill were 
lax in this particular before the reduction, and precise and strict 
after it—as was very probably the case—nearly the whole of the 
difference would be thus accounted for. Farther, mere improve- 
ment in management will often make as great a difference—will | 
often produce in 11 hours as much as was formerly produced in 
12, simply by care in details, rectifying clumsinesses, confusions, or 
faults in the machinery, or by facilitating minute internal arrange- 
ments. If, therefore, Mr Gardner changed his manager, or gave 
him a share in the profits of the concern, in the meantime ; here 
js another possible and probable cause of the alleged result.

Again, as great a difference as one-twe/fth in the aggregate pro- 
duction of a mill is often brought about by so simple a change as 
the use of an improved material—a cleaner instead of a dirtier—a 
long-stapled instead of a shorter-stapled cotton. Finally, the same 
difference would be produced either by the substitution of newer 
machinery, or by increasing the speed of the engine (as we have 
heard from a private quarter was done in this instance), though 
in this last case the saving of fatigue to the operative would be at 
least very problematic. 

Now before Lord Ashley can argue anything from Mr Gard- 
ner’s experiment he must show, which we do not believe he can, 
that none of these possible causes for the alleged effect existed. Even 
when this is shown, it would be wild to infer that, because as 
much can be produced in eleven hours as in twelve, the same 
amount can also be produced in ten hours. And even if this 
monstrous imagination could be established, it would be still 
more illogical to assume that a bargain, which two contracting 
parties have found mutually advantageous, should be enforced by 
law upon all other contracting parties. Jf it be mutually advan- 
tageous, the other parties will find it out to be so before Parliament 
can prove it to them, and will adopt it without the constraint of 
law. If it be not mutually advantageous, the ground on which 
Lord Ashley defends his proposed enactment is knocked away. 
His measure, it is clear, will be either mischievous and perilous, 
or unnecessary and irritating. 

His lordship informs us, but we fear on no better authority 
than his facts usually rest upon, that in other countries similar 
limitations in the hours of factory labour have been adopted, and 
with excellent effect. We are not at thismoment prepared autho- 
ritatively to deny this statement; we can only say that it is so 
entirely at variance with our own knowledge of continental mills, 
derived from personal observation, that we do not believe it. We 
are pretty certain that throughout Europe the hours of manu- 
facturing labour are from five to ten per cent longer than our 
own. Six months since one of our friends visited some of the best 
conducted cotton factories in Austria—a country where such 
regulations are most likely to be introduced, and, if introduced, 
most certain to be strictly enforced. The hours of labour there 
were thirteen a day for six days in the week, making a total of seventy- 
eight per week. In England they are only sixty-nine. In these 
mills, as might be expected from their longer hours, the weekly 
production considerably exceeded that of the best English mills; thus 
showing that inferior skill was more than compensated by longer 
hours; that this country is not so exonerated from the pressure 
of foreign competition, as it suits the purpose of Lord Ashley to 
suppose ; and showing, moreover, that a government notoriously 


people—whose conduct on these points is a reproach and an 
example to our own—has not found that even thirteen hours’ work 
a-day is injurious to a well fed and sober class of operatives. 
Here again we must bear in mind that this so-called work is, 
during a great proportion of the time, and especially with 
children, not work at all, but simply attention, and is neither so 
active nor so fatiguing as their ordinary play. We will venture 
to say that a vigorous game of shindy or foot-ball, continued for 
one half-hour, calls forth more exertion and incurs more real 
fatigue than four hours of the ordinary occupation in factories. 


Lord Ashley is so deficient in the logical faculty, and has so 
long been in the habit of regarding himself as a man of singular 
benevolence, that he is probably not aware how very different an 
epithet might, without injustice, be applied to many of his 
actions. It has always been our practice, and is our principle, 
to avoid anything like personal attack or ad hominem arguments, 


truth, draw such a picture of the cruelties he has committed in 
the course of his public life as would appal the conscience of a 
buccaneer. On the present occasion he proposes to commit an 
act of deliberate robbery upon the poor, which, in its main 
features, bears a striking similarity to that denounced in the 
parable of the prophet Nathan. In that case the great man, 
to show his hospitality, took from the poor man his only posses- 
sion—his ewe lamb. 
humanity, takes from the poor man his only possession—his 
labour. Lord Ashley seems never to have reflected that labour 
is the poor man’s only property—the only article he has to sell— 


to deprive him at once of one-siath of this property, and represents 
himself, in so doing, as the poor man’s especial and only friend ! 
We believe that even Lord Ashley would recoil from the naked 
proposal to deprive the poor man of one-sixth of his wages by 
legislative enactment; but it is clear that he would recoil from it, 
not on account of its cruelty, but mere/y on account of its naked- 
ness, for he has long done the same thing by the Corn Laws, and 
he now proposes to do it by a Ten Hours’ Bill ;—the only real 
difference being that in the two latter cases the robbery is glossed 
over, while in the former case itis patent and avowed. We do 
not scruple to declare that, on every principle of fair dealing and 
common sense, it is as clear and flagrant an injustice to forbid the 
poor man to work for more than ten hours a-day, as it would be 
to forbid the Earl of Shaftesbury to cultivate more than five- 
sixths of his estate, and to condemn the remaining one-sixth to 
utter and incurable barrenness. Lord Shaftesbury might be told

and unquestionably there would be some truth in the plea (more 
truth than in the same assertion as applied to factories); but 
would such a consideration for one moment reconcile either Lord 
Shaftesbury or his heir- apparent, to so manifest and high-handed 
an oppression? Surely it is time that this inveterate spirit of un- 
fairness, this habit of dealing with two weights and two measures, 
which seems so rooted in the minds of our rich and great men, 
should be mercilessly branded by the public scorn! 


We object further to the reduction of the hours of labour by 
compulsory enactment, that it is treating the working man like a 
slave or serf. Indeed, Lord Ashley, in common with most of our 
nobles, has never been able to regard him in any other light. The 
prevailing defect of his mind, which has shown itself in all his 
philanthropy, is his pharisaism. He has never been able to under- 
stand what is due to his fellow-men, especially if they be bakers’ 
wives or simple operatives. He regards them as dumb beasts, 
whom it is a point of morality not to ill-treat or suffer others to 
ill-treat, and seldom dreams that they are fellow-citizens ‘who have 
rights to be regarded, feelings to be respected, and views of their 
own interests, which, if still often erroneous, are, to say the least, 
as sound and as intelligent as his own. He assumes their igno- 
rance, helplessness, and want of natural affection, and legislates 
for them precisely on the same principle and in the same tone as 
he formerly did for the West Indian slaves. He forgets that they 
are freemen in the eye of the law, and is ignorant that they are 
free in point of fact ; and in this, as in all his other charitable un- 
dertakings, has no idea but to protect and patronise them back 
again into serfs and paupers. His legislation embodies an in- 
sult, and its acceptance implies degradation. 

Moreover, we protest against the Ten Hours’ Bill in te name 
of the operatives themselves. Lord Ashley affirms that they de- 
sire and demand it. We deny this in toto. As the case now 
stands, it is notorious that the operatives, quite as often as their 
masters, have endeavoured to evade even the limitations of the 
present law. Ask any intelligent manufacturer, or any certify- 
ing surgeon, how often he has had to withstand the weeping sup- 
plications of parents to admit their children to work before the 
legal age, or for longer than the legal time? Ask any of the in- 
spectors how often they have had to prosecute operatives for 
evading at once the law and their masters’ vigilance, and introduc- 
ing children too early, and keeping them at work too long? The 
simple fact, we believe to be (and many circumstances combine to 
prove it), that the short time agitation is a trade, and to some a 
very profitable one ; and that the chief portion of the operatives, 
who honestly and zealously support it, will be found among the 
hand-loom weavers, who themselves often work fifteen hours a day, 
but are very naturally desirous to tie their rivals in the factories 
down to ¢en hours, and whose blind tool Lord Ashley has allowed 
himself to be made. The proof that the operatives do not really 
want ten hours’ work, unless accompanied by twelve hours’ wages, is 
to be found in the unquestioned fact that they have never asked 
their masters for it. Whatever they want they ask for, and combine to at- 
tain, and, if the laws of commercial and political economy do not pro- 
nounce it unattainable, they do attain. If they desire an advance of 
wages they demand it, combine for it, and strike for it, and if it be rea- 
sonable under the circumstances, they attain it. Now we have seen 
hundreds of strikes for higher wages ; WE HAVE NEVER SEEN ONE FOR 
SHORTER HOURS OF WORK; and we have even heard of instances 
in which, when a manufacturer did work shorter hours than his 
neighbours, his hands intimated that they would leave him if he 
continued to do so. If the great body of the factory operatives 
really desired to work only ten hours, they might do so to-morrow ; 
they have only to express their united resolution to do so, and the 





oppose them, which we do not believe they would be, could any 
arrangement be discovered or adopted by which shorter hours should 
not involve enhanced cost of production; an enhancement which 
must be immensely injurious to our manufacturing superiority, and 
therefore to our national prosperity and safety. We affirm distinctly, 
and no one cognisant of the facts of this question will scruple to 
confirm our assertion, that if the factory operatives really desire 
only ten hours’ work (with all its consequences), they need no legisla- 
tive measures to enable them to enforce it. We have had many 
instances, in periods of manufacturing pressure, when some mills 
have worked eight hours, and some twelve. Was there ever an in-

OTECTION TO HOME MANUFACTURES. 
Tur attempt which is now being made to prejudice a new class 
against free trade, by representing that our artisans generally

however, we were to offer an objection to the measure as 
regards these proposals, it would be rather to complain of the 
constant and frequent changes to which Sir Robert Peel's 
course of legislation has exposed various branches of industry. 
Not a year has passed since he has been at the head of the 
sovernment which has not seen some considerable measure of 
interference and changes of these interests, all of which have 
| tended to interrupt the regular course of business, and pro- 
duce stagnation for a time, but none of which have been 
ultimately injurious, but rather beneficial. We cannot, how- 
ever, understand the wisdom of bringing about such reductions 
by instalments at uncertain periods. It is impossible to under- 
stand why duties of 124 and 15 per cent, which are neither 
required for revenue, nor are beneficial to any interests, 
should require two or three separate acts to repeal them. It 
would be infinitely better if all these duties were swept from 
our tariff at once, and that we, at least, should set the ex umple

In Italy and France an e xport 
duty is levied on raw silk, and thrown silk is exported duty free, 
in order to encourage the trade in the latte r; it was therefore 
contended that an import duty on thrown silk here was only in 
the character of a counter-vailing duty to that charged abroad on 
the raw silk consumed by our throwsters. The Minister per- 
severed, and the result has been, that the English silk throwsters 
have during the last year been so fully employed, that all branches 

of the silk trade have been most seriously inconvenienced from 
the impossibility to eet so much silk thrown as they required.— 
Moreover a considerable demand has arisen for English thrown 
silk (Bengal and China) for the Continent of Europe. But the 
experience of all the parties affected by the tariff of 1842 fully 
confirms our proposition. We believe that now, not one of them 
would assert that they had really been injured. The manufac- 

turers of candles, hats, cordage, corks, vinegar, leather, boots, and 
other articles, who were all somuch alarmed, we believe, will now 
admit that no injurious consequences have followed. The follow- 
ing extract ofa circular just issued by Messrs. T. J. and I. Powell, 
the extensive leather factors, with respect to goods connected 
with their trade, is well worthy of notice, and similar admissions 
have been made by those engaged in other trades :— 

“ It will have been observed that in the com] rehe nsive pkin of the govern- 
ment, for the removal of most of the * protecting’ duties, ‘ dressed hides,’ 
which will comprise ali curried leather, ‘ not cut into shapes,’ and which now 
pays a duty of 4d per Ib, as well as varnished or enamelled leather, on which 
is « duty of 6d per lb, is to come in duty free:—that which is ‘cut into 
shapes,” as boot fronte, &e. is to be reduc ed one-half. 

* We believe that the effects of this measure on the leather trade will be 
scarcely felt. It is possible that the best descriptions of light calf skins 
may be slightly reduced in va'ue, but we think the alteration in price will 
be inconsiderable, as at the present period they are dearer on the continent 
the in in England. 

* The reduction of the duty on these goods, in the year 1844, from 9d to 
‘a per lb, while it had the effect of lowering the prices of English calf skins, 
reduced also the value of the raw material, and roused the skill of the Eng- 
lish manufacturers to rival their continental neighbours, and they have so far 
succeeded that much English raanufactured leather is now sold as French : 
no apprehensions therefore need be entertained of this almost entire adop- 
tion of the principles of free trade in regard to leather: and if Sir R. Peel's 
prognestications should prove correct, that other governments will soon fol- 
low our example, we shall no doubt have an exportation of leather equal, at 
least, in extent, to our imports.” 

An entire abandonment of these duties would at once place 
the different trades on a safe and permanent footing, would be 
attended with great saving in the collection of the revenue, and 
would “rouse the skill of the English manufacturers” not only 
“(o rival their continental neighbours,” but to excel them.

---Mr O’Connell declared his intention to vote for the second reading of the bill, 
which contained many good enactments. He had no complaint to make of the 
Board of Works. The objections made to the details of the bill had better be 
reserved till it went into committee.---The bill was then read a second time. 

Pusiic Works (IRELAND).—The further consideration of the report on the 
public works (Ireland) bill was then gone into. Sir R. Ferguson objected to cer- 
tain powers of compulsory assessment granted by the fifth clause in the bill, 
which he proposed should be omitted. After a discussion which was shared in 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer (who defended the clause on the general 
grounds of improving public works of utility, as well as providing employment 
for the people of Ireland), by Mr French, Colonel Conolly, Mr Sharman Craw- 
ford, Mr G. A. Hamilton, and Sir T. Fremantle, a division was taken, when the 
clause was retained by 97 to 3. 

Sir Thomas Freemantle briefly stated the leading provisions of a bill for 
“affording encouragement to the construction of small piers and harbours cal- 
culated to extend the fisheries of Ireland.” This is the third of a series of bills 
which the government are introducing, the object of which is at once to improve 
the country and to give employment to the people of Ireland.— Sir H. W. Bar- 
ron and Mr Gregory both stated circumstances illustrative of the importance of 
encouraging Irish fisheries, and leave, after a brief conversation, was given for 
the intoduction of the bill.

He proposed that 
such a reduction should be ultimately made as would leave the duty on hewn 
timber at 15s. The reduction would not be immedixte. He proposed that on 
the 5th of April, 1847, the present duty should be reduced 5s, and on the 5th of 
| April, 1848, a further reduction of 58 should also tuke place. On sawn timber,

he proposed that the present duty should be reduced on the 5th of April, 1847, 
6s, and on the 5th of April, 1848, 6s more. With regard to the duties on laths, 
spars, and oars, he proposed to make a proportional reduction ; but he reserved 
to himself the power of considering whether that reduction should, or should 
not, be immediate from the 5th of April, 1847. In the course of the evening a 
detailed account of these reductions should be laid on the table of the house 
In reply to a question from Mr Hawes, Sir R. Peel replied, that no reduction of 
the timber duties would take place on the 5th of April, 1846. 

TARIFF Papers, &c.—Mr Wodehouse, in moving for a copy of the warrant 
by which Mr H. S. Chapman, assistant-commissioner under the commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into the condition of the hand-loom weavers in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire in 1838, was afterwards appointed Chief Justice of New 
Zealand in 1843, observed, that he made the motion in no spirit of hostility 
towards Mr Chapman, whose appointment to his present dignity appeared to be 
justified by the testimonials to his character and abilities forwarded to Sir J. 
Graham, but on account of the innumerable errors contained in his report on 
the hand-loom weavers. Those errors related to the prices of wheat at different 
periods mentioned in his reports—prices which he (Mr Wodehouse) declared to 
be utterly erroneous. After giving some instances of these errors, he declared 
his intention of also moving for the production of papers relative to tariffs 
published in the United States and presented in pursuance of an address of the 
18th of July, 1828. Those papers would show the deliberate delusion and the 
miserable trick which had been practised by a person holding a commission 
under the British government, for the purpose of inducing a belief that the high 
tariffs of the American and other governments were occasioned by the severity 
of our corn laws. The honourable member also descanted generally on the 
impolicy of free-trade views. 

Dr Bowring stated the result of several interviews with Mehemet Ali, the 
Pacha of Egypt, on the subject of protection and corn-laws, in which he had 
endeavoured to controvert the views of the Pacha, and to gain his adherence to 
a sounder policy. His own experience as a commercial diplomatist, had taught 
him the value and importance of Sir Robert Peel’s declaration, that he was weary 
of negotiations in favour of reciprocity, and that it was better we should teach 
by our example than wait for the effect of our precepts.— Mr Wodehouse’s 
motion was agreed to. 


Sucar Dutizs.—Mr Moffatt inquired whether the right hon. gentleman in- 
| tended to take the discussion on the alterations proposed in the sugar duties

EXTENSIVE Fine IN Nk&WCASTLE-UPON-TYNE.—On Tuesday morning one of 
the most destructive fires that has occurred for many years, took place in the 
engine manufactory of Messrs Hawthorn, in the Forth Bunks, when property to 
the extent of 10,000/ or 12,000/ was destroyed in the course of a few hours. 
The fire is supposed to have originated in the neglect of one of the workmen, who 
has been apprehended. Seven locomotive engines, which were nearly all finished, 
were in a portion of the work which has been very much injured. ‘The tools of 
four hundred workmen employed on the premises are, we regret to learn, lost 
by this catastrophe. We understand that the building is partly insured in the 
Leeds and Yorkshire office. Robert Mosscrop, the individul alluded to above, 
was brought before the magistrates on Wednesday, charged with setting fire to 
the premises of Messrs Hawthorn, and the evidence having been considered in- 
sufiicient to show any felonious intent, the prisoner was discharged. It is now 
ascertained that damage sustained will not be more than about 10,000/, and the 
accident will not cause any serious interruption of the works, as was at first 
apprehended. ‘This is the third serious fire that has occurred at this establish- 
ment The first was in the spring of 1832, when nearly the whole premises 
were destroyed, and the second took place in the autumn of the same year.

The latest intelligence from Bombay is 
of the date of Jan. 3: A despatch had been received that morning from the 
Governor-General, mentioning, that a battle had taken place at Ferozepoor, 
which lasted three days and three nights. The slaughter was very great 
on bothsides. TheSiklis lost 65 guns; and at the time the despatch was 
sent off, the British occupied the Sikh camp. The Governor-General 
led the centre in the engagement, the commander-in-chief (Sir H. Gough) 
the right, and Sir Jolin Littler the left. General M‘Caskell is said to have 
died of the wounds he received in a previous engazement between the ad- 
vanced guard of the British army and the Sikhs, at Moodkee. No doubt 
was entertained that the enemy would be driven back across the Sutlej. 
But every exertion was being made to send troops of all kinds off to Scinde, 
to enable Sir Charles Napier to move at the head of a large foice. 

AMERICA.—The arrival at Liverpool on Sunday of the packet-ship “ Stephen 
Whitney,” Captain Popham, has put us in possession of files of papers from New 
York to the date of her sailing, the 13th of January, she having made the voy- 
age in nineteen days. The debate in the House of Representatives that twelve 
months’ notice be given to Great Britain of the termination of the joint occu- 
pancy of the Oregon territory continued before the House, the speakers being for 
the most pirt in favour of the notice being given, whilst a few wished to place 
the power to give notice in the hands of the President, to use his discretion. In 
the meantime the negociations between Mr Pakenham and the American Go- 
vernment had not been renewed. Commercial affairs at New York were dull, 
and the money and stock markets on the 8th, 9th, and 10th had been influenced 
by a panic. 

LATER.—The “Yorkshire,” Captain Bailey, brings intelligence from New 
York to the 18th ult. The celebrated corn-law announcement of the 7imes had 
arrived out at New York by the packet ship “ Oxford,” on the 14th of January, 
and had created a great sensation. The Courivr and Inquirer says: —“ Assum- 
ing that it is substantially correct, the intelligence is of the utmost commercial 
moment, and the effect which it must necessarily produce in the United States 
can hardly be overrated.” With regard to the Oregon question, the accounts 
are more satisfactory. The excitement created by the tone of discussion in the 
House of Representatives had in a great measure subsided. The Senate has 
refused to discuss the question of giving Great Britain notice with regard to the 
joint occupancy of the Oregon until the 10th of February. On the 18th a divi- 
sion, that to some extent may be regarded as a trial of strength between the 
peace and the war party, took place in the Senate. Mr Allen having moved 
certain resolutions, confirmatory of the threats held out by President Polk 
against all and every European power which should venture to interfere in 
American affairs, was met by Mr Calhoun with a direct negative, and, a 
division, Mr Allen’s resolutions were rejected by a majority of 28 to 23! In 
the majority there were twenty-three Whig senators, and five senators from the 
cotton-growing south, Mr Calhoun, Mr M‘D This division had 
duced a favourable result at New York, and was considered the forerunner of 
the defeat of the war party on the Oregon question.

Oats in limited demand, with- 
out change. Beans and peas still declined, and sales were more diffi- 
cult. Flour was steady, but no progress in the disposal of it could 
be made. Oatmeal was slow ly disposed of. 

The weekly averages announced on Thursday were, 54s 8d on 
87,122 qrs wheat, 3ls 3d on 105,003 barley, 21s 10d on 33,893 oats, 
32s on 277 rye, 35s 6d on 8,788 beans, and 35s 8d on 2,604 peas. The 
aggregate average being reduced to 55s 6d on wheat, 3is 10d on 
barley, 36s 10d on beans, 3s 3d on peas: the duty on each of these 
articles advanced Is per qr. 

Birmingham market was well supplied with wheat; old and dry 
new samples were per qr higher: average, 55s 2d on 2,511 qrs. 
Barley was difficult of disposal, and all damp qualities were offered 
lower. Not much passing in oats, but this article was quite as dear. 
The averages for wheat in the neighbouring towns were, 52s 6d on 
358 qrs at Gloucester, 51s Id on 1,288 at Worcester, 58s 2d on 1,062 
at Wolverhampton. 

The quantity of English wheat on sale at Bristol was tolerably good ;

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS 


THE number of grain-laden vessels which passed the Sound and Belt for 
England, from the 20th to the 26th Jan, were only five wheat. 

The French ports from Caen to Dunkirk are now open to the admission 
of wheat, at the lowest rate of duty 7d per qr. It becomes more and more 
evident, that the yield of the last crop inthe North of France will fall far short 
of the quantity required for consumption till next harvest. No real want is 
felt yet, the supplies being fully adequate to the demand ; but we expecta 
general rise of prices to take place in March, whenthe surplus, which Brit- 
tany is now able to supply at moderate rates, will be exhausted ; a free im- 
portation of grain may therefore be looked for in May. France will then, if 
once entering the foreign markets as a buyer, from necessity outbid all other 
countries, and be the probable cause of a material advance in all markets, 
whence its supplies will be drawn. 

The accounts from Norway and Sweden inform us that a serious want 
exists in these countries in many districts ; the price of common food, barley 
and rye, are higher there than in England at the present moment. Com- 
mon barley costs in the Danish islands 26s per qr, and is shipped at this 
price to Sweden and Norway. ‘The general distress in the North of Europe, 
for common cheap food, will most probably absorb all the spring corn and 
rye, and compel the Dutch and Belgians to buy some quantity of English 
barley for their wants for distilling purposes. 

The position of the European corn trade is anomalous, especially in what 
relates to spring corn; and we think it will be productive of serious conse- 
quences hereafter, if any large quantity of English barley should be drained 
from the country to supply the exigencies of our neighbours. 

There is searcely any change to notice inthe value of wheat in the Baltic. 
Barley is selling at 25s 6d iu Stettin, rye at 36s, oats at 20s per qr, which 
is the full value of such corn, duty paid, in England. At Hamburg, wheat 
rose ls to 2s per qr; spring corn is also rising fast, and stocks are very 
small, 

In Holland the value of rye is almost as high as that of wheat, and good 
barley is worth 348 per qr. The Prussian government has opened the Rhe- 
nish provinces to the free import of all grain ; prices of wheat in the latter 
provinces have advanced to 53s per qr., and as high as 48s to 50s per qr is 
paying for rye. At Antwerp the price of wheat rose 3s per qr. upon receipt 
of the English ministerial propositions; Odessa wheat is worth 55s to 56s 
per qr on the spot. 

The Odessa and Danube markets have not altered materially ; great firm- 
ness js displayed by holders of good-conditioned wheat, which is not offered 
for sale, except at high prices; the want of ships in the former place pre- 
vents any large transactions taking place, though the weather continues 
open and mild.—Body and Co.’s Cimber. 





COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCELLANIES. 

Tue Mercantice Suippine of the civilized world amounts to 
about 8 millions of tons, and is worth, new and old, 30 dols per ton, 
and nets, clear of interest, insurance, &c. 10 per cent, or 24 millions 
of dollars per annum. The appropriation to the British navy for the 
current year is 33,620,200 dols. Is not this a sober fact? that the an- 
nual expense of one nation’s navy exceeds the net profit of all the 
mercantile shipping owned by the whole civilised world. The war 
debts of the European nations amount to 10,000,000,000 dols. It 
would require the labour of 4 millions of men at 150 dols per annum 
for each man to pay the interest at 6 per cent. ‘To pay the principal, 
it would be necessary to levy a tax of at least ten dols a head on every 
inhabitant of the globe.

Foreign and Colontal Produce. 


FROM AMERICA. 
New York, Jan. 17, 1846. 

The discussions on the Oregon question in the House of Repre- 
sentatives have been quite inflammatory, but in the Senate it has 
been managed with much more coolness and deliberation. As I 
predicted in a former letter, Mr Calhoun has mustered so much 
strength in the Senate as, in a measure, to give the notice and all 
such resolutions the go-by. 

No rash warlike measures can pass that body while he remains a 
member, ‘The notice for terminating the existing convention may 
pass the House, but I am sure it cannot pass the Senate, unless there 
should be an outbreak on your side calculated to produce great irrita- 
tion on this. Mr Calhoun’s plan is to try negotiation as long as that 
can be made available, and when that fails to resort to arbitration. 
This is the only rational course for settling the dispute, and one, it is 
to be hoped, the good sense of the people in both countries will urge 
their respective rulers to adopt. 

We were all taken with sudden surprise and congratulation on 
getting the Ozford’s news, containing the unexpected intelligence that 
your ministers had determined to throw open your ports for the free 
importation of foreign corn, This news appeared to be altogether 
too good to be true, and hence our merchants were divided in opinion 
as to its credibility. On the same day that we received the Oxford's 
news the Jowa arrived from Havre, whence she sailed on the 12th 
December, bringing Liverpool dates to 8th and London dates to 
9th of that month. We found that the Times clung to the cor- 
rectness of its former story, though with some slight reservation, 
and amidst so much discrepancy, the effect on our market has been 
unimportant. Holders became more firm in their demands for flour, 
but shippers refused to advance upon current rates, viz., 5% dols for 
Genesee flour, at which rate 1,000 bris were sold yesterday. ‘The 
stock in this market is estimated at 250,000 to 300,000 bris. 

Cotton has declined about } cent since the arrival of the 
Oxford; the sales yesterday and the day before amounted to about 
1,500 bales, at the decline noticed. Wheat 1 dol 15c to 1 dol 25c per 
bushel ; oats 48c; Indian corn 67 to 70c. 

Within six weeks five vessels have cleared for Cork market, each 
with a cargo of about 30,000 bushels of Indian corn and meal on board, 
Six chartered vessels have also cleared for Gibraltar with o argoes 
amounting in the aggregate to 35,000 bushels of wheat, and 45,000 
bushels of barley. Freights are lower than when I wrote to you last; 
flour is taken to Liverpool at 2s 6d per barrel. Exchange is dull at 
8 to 84 and 83 premium. Stocks are down, and money very tight ; 
the banks discount sparingly at 7 per cent. 

Government 6 per cent. stocks, which have been as high as 112 to 
to 114, are now selling at 106; and 5 per cent. stocks are at 983. 

Weare all awaiting with the utmost interest the arrival of the 
steamer, due here in four or five days. We are most anxious to know 
how the President’s message was taken in England. If the Oregon 
question does not intervene, we shall make liberal reductions in our 
present tariff; this, with free trade in corn in England, and continued 
peace, would create a new epoch in the trade, commerce, and pros- 
pects of the two countries.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From the Chamber of Commerce Overland Price Current.) 

Bompay, Jan. 1.—We have on the present occasion to report a 
very general depression in the market for imports, and a decline, in 
some instances considerable, in the value of most articles of British 
trade. There can be littledoubt that the commencement of hostilties 
with the Punjaub, combined with the prospects of a partial failure of 
the crops in the interior, has contributed to exert a prejudicial effect 
upon trade; but the present unfavourable state of affairs is more im- 
mediately owing to the prevalent scarcity of money. This dearth of the 
circulating medium became, shortly after the departure of the mail, 
of so very serious a character, that the banks were obliged to refuse 
the usual accommodation to the mereuntile public, even where loans 
were asked on the security of Government paper, at high rates of 
interest. Within the lust few days the money market has been 
somewhat easier, but a severe pressure still exists, and the trade has 
as yet exhibited no indication of recovery from the effects of the 
scarcity. In the course of a short time, however, this temporary | 
acne will doubtless correct itself, and things be restored | 
to their former footing. 

METALS.—The prices of every description of copper, except nails, of which 
article we have to report a sale of 12 cwt at 56r per cwt, have nominally de- 
clined, and, in the total absence of active demand, transactions have been in the | 
last degree limited. In British bar iron there has also been a nominal decline 
in price, the present rate being 29r at 30 per candy. Swedish, on the contrary, | 
has slightly improved in value, a sale of 100 tons having taken place at 51r per 
candy. In nail rod, round is without change, but square is scarce, and in some 
request, and the price has improved 3r per candy.

INTERNAL NAVIGATION OF NORTH AMERICA. 
THE navigation of the lakes of the American continent is becoming 
a matter of great importance in the commerce of the world, and ot 
which little is known out of the country.

Those 
of raisins do not exhibit a similar result, having been in 1842, tons 5,350; in 1843, tons 
7,150; in 1444, tons 6,125; and in 1845, tons 6,250; showing an increase of 20 per cent 
upon the 1842 clearances, but a decrease of 10 per cent upon those of 1843. It appears, 
therefore, that the increased consumption of currants is partly attributable to the high 
prices of raisins, in allusion to which, it was observed in this Price Current of 30th 
October, 1844, ‘the Spaniards are unconsciously promoting the consumption of cur- 
rants, which will undoubtedly come into more extensive and general use among all 
classes.’

Mr Payne (secretary to the committee) 
then read the first report, which detailed at considerable length the 
negotiations between the Metropolitan and Northern and Southern 
companies, which, it appeared, had ali fallen to the ground, in conse- 
quence of the condition of the funds of the former, it having been 
discovered that, instead of 10,000/ in hand, they had only 100/, and 
that the traffic tables were not ready. All attempts at amalgamation 
had consequently failed, and this public meeting had been called that 
the reasons might be generally known. ‘Ihe chairman, who read the 
second report, prefaced it by a few observations, in which he said that 
an exposition of the discoveries which the committee had made in the 
course of their investigations could not fail to be remarkable. Le 
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then read the report, which, in the first part of it, contained a sketch 
of the origin and history of the Metropolitan scheme. ‘The report 
then went on to say that the projectors had applied for 10,000 shares, 
as a compensation, which was agreed to; but none of these shares 
had been paid upon.

The balance- 
sheet was then read, and it appeared that ten checks, for which there 
there was no authority in the minutes, had been drawn by the direc- 
tors on the bank, amounting to 12,89]/, a circumstance which the 
on the minutes.

The chairman, after reading the report (which was re- 
ceived amid considerable marks of disapprobation at the conduct of 
the directors), called upon the shareholders to adopt it, and the 
chairman having read the names of the directors who signed the 
checks in question, the report was adopted. After some discussion

were armed with a proper legal document, signed by the sharehold- 
ers, authorising the payment of the expenses out of what might be 


recovered, he would proceed against the directors, in such manner as | 


he might be advised, himself, and if unsuccessful, he would bear the 
whole expenses. In the course of the discussion the chairman, at 
the request of a son of a director, read a letter addressed to him on 
the part of the directors by Mr Cheese, saying that they were mak- 
ing such arrangements as would save the shareholders from being 
put to expense, and were anxious to bring everything before them, 
Mr Etheridge, one of the promoters, urged that arrangements were 
in course of progress for a settlement, and ultimately it was resolved 
that the meeting do adjourn till the 24th inst., when the committee 
will lay before them the result of their negotiations with the direc- 
tors, in case of the failure of which a resolution, appointing Mr 
Jones sole trustee for the purpose of taking legal proceedings, will be 
discussed.

EPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE 
COMMONS ON RAILWAYS. 


The following is a copy of the report anxiously looked for, of the com- 
mittee of the House of Commons on railways, It was laid upon the table 
of the house on Thursday niglit :—- 

“ Resolved—That for the purpose of facilitating the dispatch of railway 
business during the present session, it is expedient that a portion of the 
railway bills should commence in the House of Lords. 

“ That with respect to railways, which, in pursuance of this resolution, 
shall commence iu the House of Lords during this session, this house will 
not insist on its privileges in regard to clauses fixing and regulating the 
amount of ratesand tolls in such bills. 

“That with a view to afford early and increased means of employment in 
Ireland, it is expedient to give facilities for commencing such works in Ire- 
land; and that, for the attainment of this object, it is expedient that Irish 
railway bills should commence in the House of Lords. 

“ That it is expedient that all bills which ought to be considered to com- 
pete, in connection with any Lills, the promoters of which sha!l prove them- 
selves entitled to the privileges agreed to be granted in certain cases, by a 
resolution of this house, on the 7th of July Jast, shall commence in the 
House of Lords; thit the parties promoting such railways as, by the above 
res lutions, areto commence in the Ilouse of Lords, m iV, notwithstanding 
any proceedings respecting them, in the House of L rds, prove before the 
committee on petitions for railway bills inthe House of Con:mons, that they 
have complied with the standing orders of this house, and tle report of such 
committee shall be ordered to lie on the table. 

“ Resolved that, if the committce shall report that the standing orders 
have not been complied with, such report shall be reft rred to the standing 
orders committee, and that their report shall be ordered to lie on the table. 

“That when a railway bill shall have been commenced in the House of 
Lords, and shall have been sent down to the House of Commons, it shall be 
read a first time in the House of Commons, and then referred to the com- 
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| mittce on petitions, in order to ascertain whether the railway petition so 


sent down is substantially in accordance with the standing orders as deter- 
mined by the House of Commons 

* That the parties promoting railway bills which, by the above resolutions, 
are to commence in the House of Lords, may prove before the committee on 
petitions of the House of Commons their compliance with the standing orders 
of the house. That the committee of petitions shall report to the house

FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 
RAILWAYS IN BELGIUM. 


(From our own Correspondent, Mons. Brouwer de Hogendorp, Member of the 

Provincial Council of Antwerp.) 
WE are just put in possession of a proposition to make a railway 
from Duttel to Schelle on the Scheldt. It is with such a project 
before us that we feel how ungrateful and painful is the task which 
we have undertaken, to render a conscientious account of the various 
enterprises which are proposed to the public. The one in question 
would doubtless be beneficial to some of the localities of the province 
of Antwerp: the principle which teaches us that considerable advan- 
tages must always result to the people from the facilities afforded 
them in the means of conveyance both for themselves and their 
produce, must be viewed as a general application; but besides the 
local utility, we have to take into consideration the subject in a 
financial light. Our duty is to enlighten the public from whom the 
funds for its execution are to be derived upon the value of the 
speculation. We may possibly prejudice a work useful as regards its 
individual interests, but at least we fulfil the duty we owe to our 
readers, 

The main object of the plan weare about to examine is to give the po- 
pulation on the banks of the Rupel a communication with the govern- 
ment railway from Antwerp. The line proposed starts from the station 
at Duffel, between Malines and Antwerp, proceeds by the side of the 
Nethe as far as the village of Rumpst, then along the right bank of the 
Rupel, traversing the communes of Boom and Niel, terminating at the 
Scheldt near tle prison of St Bernard. ‘The banks of the Rupel are 
certainly the richest and most populous of the province of Antwerp, 
and they have no direct communication with the present railway. 
In this respect the accomplishment of this project will be useful to 
the inhabitants of the bank on which the railway may be established, 
but the population of this bank is the least numerous, and least 
requires this additional road. Of the four villages through which 
the line will run, there are scarcely two that will make use of it, 
and then only to go in the direction of Malines and Brussels, for 
| Schelle and Boom have short and easy communication with Antwerp, 
| one by an excellent paved road, and the other by steamboat, For 
the inhabitants of the left bank of the Rupel the railway does not 
offer those facilities which produce a great traffic; they will be 
| obliged, in order to meet the railway, to cross the river, and this 
passage, which can only be effected at particular places, is accom- 
panied with greit difficulties. At Antwerp the passage of the Scheldt 
to the Tete de Flandre is very easy and convenient, nevertheless it 
is notorious how prejudicially it operates upon the line from Antwerp 
towards Gheut. 
| The country through which this proposed railway will pass, includ- 
ing Rumpst (which will make very little use of it), has an aggregate 
population of 14,600 inhabitants. Now, to form a railway across a 
| country where the priee of land is eacessive, and for, at the utmost, 
| three lieues long, with the number of passengers that may be fairly 
| calculated upon, and admitting besides that the places on the other 
| bank who may make use of the line have an equal population, can it 
| 
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possibly offer any chance of profit to the shareholders? To the prt- 
moters— Yes ! for they always take care of themselves. Besides the 
eventual success of the undertaking is very frequently a matter of 
perfect indifference to them ; their principal busiuess is the execution 
| of their projects, because they have always something to gain, inas- 
much as they get employed in the prosecution of the works. We 
| have asserted that the population which might take advantage of this 
| line is not sufficiently large to render the enterprise productive, For 
| the purpose of increasing the amount of the traffic the originators of 
| this railway proposed also to establish a line of steam-boats between 
| Schelle, Rupelmonde, and ‘Tamise, two places of East Flanders, 
| which are separated from the terminus of the line by the Scheldt. 

The combination of railways and steam-boats may probably be advan- 
| tageous in many cases, but most assuredly this is not one, for it can 
| do nothing but increase the expenses of the undertaking. But it may 
| be conceived that, the country through which the line runs being rich, 
| & great commercial traffic may be induced. ‘This would prove a fal- 
| lacy. The principal business of this neighbourhood is brick-making, 
| which is carried on upon a large scale. Besides, bricks are not 
| articles which are conveyed on a railway, when the convéyance by 
| water is so convenient and cheap; and it is equally the convenience 
| of this water carriage which will prove an impediment to the con- 
veyance of allother goods by this newly projected railway. ‘The 
union of the interests of steam-boats and railways, we have observed, 
| may be useful in some’circumstances, and perfectly accomplish the 
| important feature of quick travelling. If, instead of the projects of 
| which we have been treating, a company had been formed for estab- 
lishing a line of steam-boats between ‘lamise and Malines, which 
would hive called at Rupe'monde, Wintham, Niel, Boom, and Wille- 
brook, and thereby placed the inhabitants of both banks of the Scheldt 
and the Rupel in communication with the central station of the govern- 
meut railway (it would surely be more convenient and cheaper than 
would a ruinous railway), a work might have been effected as lucra- 
tive, at least, for the shareholders asit would have been useful to the 
public ; but sucha plan would not have held out to the promoters 
the exp ctation of realizing large emoluments. It was possibly on 
that account that it was not thought of! A proposition for the es- 
tablishment of steam navigation between Tamise and Malines was 
made in 1838 by two English eagineers, Messrs Gordon and Atherton, 
| but the financial difficulties of the times prevented its being pursued, 
| Withrespecttothe profits, more or less legitimate, made upon railway 
| works, we will here advert to a circumstance wich his caused grea;

‘The Commission of the Chamber, after a long and 
strict investigation, made their report, by which it appeared :— 

Ist. That frauds had been committed in the execution of the works 
of the first line, and that these frauds were attributable to the former 
director of the railways, De Redder ; to the contractor Borquet ; and 
probably to another engineer, 2nd. That the committee of bridges and 
roads, had not, intheirexamination of the design forthe second tunnel, 
exercised that degree of attention and intelligence which the public 
had aright to expect from a body of such eminence. 3rd. That the 
construction of a second tunnel, connected with the first, and having 
different dimensions, was a great imprudence. 4th. ‘hat this impru- 
dence was aggravated by the permitting the trains to run in the one 
tunnel, during the execution of the works in the other. We see 
hence, that grave accusations are arrayed against many persons; ac- 
cusatious of malversation, of incapacity, and of culpable negligence 
It is probable that the courts will take cognisance 
of this business on account of some one, and that the chamber will 
require a severe account at the hands of the less guilty parties. This 
is for us an additional argument in support of our opinions, that the 
country can expect no benefit from the construction of railways at 
the expense of government. ‘The Minister of Public Works presented 
on the 3lst January, to the chamber, a motion for the purpose of 
authorising the government to modify the original draught of the line 
from Louvain to the Sambre. ‘This alteration of which we have 
spoken in a former communication, consists in creating an angle on 
the line at Gembloux, of which the right side will be directed to- 
wards Charleroi, and the left to Namur. ‘There is no doubt but that 
the chambers will without loss of time take the subject into considera- 
tion, inasmuch as the works should be commenced on the section 
from Louvain to Wavre within the space of a fortnight from the date 
of the passing of the law.

FRENCH RAILWAYS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

Paris, Feb, 4.— Our money and railway market is in a stagnant 
state, and we have a great scarcity of news. The Chamber of Depu- 
ties goes on with the debates on the address, but the public at large 
takes but very little interest in those lengthened discourses. The 
chamber have already wasted 15 sittings in that idle struggle, and it 
is probable that the general divisions will not take place before the 
first days of next week. ‘They are usually obliged to adjourn the 
sittings for about a fortnight, because there is no bill to report. 
However, it seems that this year the deputies intend to devote that 
time in the examination of the railway bills which could not be dis- 
cussed last session. ‘The first bill on which the chamber will have to 
decide is the Western line, from Paris to Rennes, with branches. It 
is still rumoured that a competing company will start against the 
right and left bank of Versailles united companies. But I think 
that this new company would have no chance of success. The ma- 
jority of the deputies are quite disgusted at the infirm system of 
adjudications, and they will decide for a direct grant. Besides, 
promises have been given the directors of both companies of Ver- 
sailles, that they will obtain the grant of that line, in order to im- 
prove their concerns, which are in very unfavourable conditions. 
This new prospect has given yesterday a sort of impulse to the shares 
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of the Paris and Versailles (left bank) railway, which have suddenly 
improved from 345fr to 363fr 75c. The right bank line remained 
steady, but without any variation, at 550fr. The speculators believe 
that such a price of 550fr is already pretty dear, even with the ac- 
cession of the Western line. 

The high railway committee which has been instituted at our 
Ministry of Public Works, is preparing new regulations for all the 
French companies. Among the articles of the bye-laws which are 
about to be imposed on managing committees, there is one which 
shall provide that, wherever an accident shall occur on any line, the 
directors shall be obliged, under a certain penalty, to send a report to 
the Ministry of Public Works within alimited period. Besides they 
are about to adopt the German system of shutting the door of railway 
carriages, on putting the key into aglass box, which should be broken 
in case of accident by the passengers in order to unlock the door and 
get out of the carriage. 

The general meeting of the Northern railway proprietors is to take 
place to-morrow, January 5. If we are to believe the most credited 
reports, the directors of the Northern company will announce that 
they will want no money before next year, though they have obtained 
the lease of the Creil and St Quentin’s railway. As to Fampoux and 
Hazebrouck, the most influential directors of the Northern line have 
opposed its purchase, and it will continue to remain a separate con- 
cern. Therefore Fampoux shares, which had been maintained from 
500fr to 505fr as long as there was a hope of amalgamation, have re- 
ceded to 495fr, and at this price they find no buyers. 

The public have not yet forgotten the unlucky accident of the 
Barentin viaduct, and they are adverse to invest their money into 
that concern. Thus, all the false judgments given out by the news- 
papers have taken effect, and time alone can now obliterate the gene- 
ral prejudices against that concern.
